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Patriot Act Deal Reached 


Plan extends governments ability to wiretap terror suspeets 


WASHINGTON I Key Republicans from the 
House and Senate reached a White House- 
backed compromise Thursday to renew the 
broad powers granted to law enforcement 
agencies in the days after the 2001 terrorist 
attacks on American soil. 

GOP leaders pledged to pass the Patriot 
Act extension for President Bush’s signature 
by the holidays, although bipartisan criticism 
flared. Sen. Russell Feingold, D-Wis., threat- 
ened to filibuster a bill he said lacked adequate 
safeguards to protect constitutional freedoms. 


“We hammered out what I think is a good 
bill. ... Not a perfect bill, but a good bill,” 
said Sen. Arlen Specter, the chairman of the 
Senate Judiciary Committee, who announced 
the compromise. 

Important parts involve the ability of law 
enforcement officials to gain access to person- 
al data, including library records, as part of 
investigations into suspected terrorist activity. 

The measure provides a four-year exten- 
sion of the government’s ability to conduct rov- 
ing wiretaps — which may involve multiple 


phones — and to seek access 
to many of the personal 
records covered by the bill. 

Also extended for four 
years is the power to wire- 
tap “lone wolf” terror- 
ists who may operate on 
their own, without con- 
trol from a foreign power. 

Critics said the legislation was a bad deal. 

“Taking away our rights does not make us 
safer,” said Sen. Patrick Leahy, D-Vt., one of 
several lawmakers in both parties demanding 
changes in the measure, david espo (ap)

House votes to keep 
eapital gains rate in 
place through 2010 

WASHINGTON I The House voted 
Thursday to preserve tax cuts for 
investors through the rest of the 
decade, safeguarding the center- 
piece of the Republican tax agen- 
da in a $56 billion package of tax 
breaks. 

The bill, passed 234-197 along 
mostly party lines, would keep the 
15 percent top tax rate for capital 
gains and dividends in place in 
2009 and 2010, two years after 
their scheduled disappearance at 
the end of 2008. 

Republicans said tax cuts 
championed by President Bush 
have revved up a sluggish econo- 
my, and Treasury Secretary John 
Snow praised the bill’s passage, say- 
ing, “It would encourage investment 
and innovation — the lifeblood of 
the American economy.” 

Democrats disagreed and said 
the tax cuts for investment income, 
and much of the GOP’s economic 
agenda, exacerbated budget deficits 
and ignored average workers. 

The vote marked the fourth tax 
bill passed by the House in a week 
as lawmakers worked feverishly to 
clear out some unfinished tax work. 
Congress disbands for the holidays.

Schwarzenegger Hears Clemency Bid 


Execution of Crips 
gang founder Williams 
scheduled for Tuesday 

SACRAMENTO, CALIF. I Lawyers for 
Stanley “Tookie” Williams plead- 
ed for his life before Gov. Arnold 
Schwarzenegger on Thursday, five 
days before the founder of the mur- 
derous Crips gang — now a peace 
activist — is scheduled to be exe- 
cuted. 

The governor is considering 
pleas echoed by Hollywood actors, 
death penalty opponents and others 
to grant clemency so Williams can 


continue his work convincing young 
people to reject violence. 

Prosecutors in Thursday’s 
closed-door clemency hearing, 
however, told Schwarzenegger 
that Williams deserves death for 
four shotgun murders in 1979. 

“The evidence in this case is truly 
overwhelming and the murders were 
senseless and very brutal and Mr. 
Williams should pay the ultimate 
penalty for his crimes,” prosecutor 
John Monaghan said at a news con- 
ference after the hearing. 

Williams, scheduled to die by 
injection Tuesday, would be the 
12th California death row inmate

executed since the state restored the 
death penalty in 1977- His attorneys 
hope the governor makes him the 
first granted clemency since Ronald 
Reagan spared a inmate in 1967. 

“Stanley Williams was a person 
worth fighting for,” said Defense 
lawyer Peter Fleming Jr. 

Williams’ lawyers say he should 
be spared because his teachings from 
behind bars — through a series of 
books and talks by phone — have 
convinced youths to avoid gangs. 

Schwarzenegger has said it will 
be a difficult decision and was 
not expected to rule Thursday.

Troops Cuts Possible in ’06 


WASHINGTON I Defense Secretary 
Donald H. Rumsfeld said Thursday 
he expects some 20,000 U.S. troops 
to return home from Iraq after next 
week’s elections, and he suggested 
that some of the remaining 137,000 
forces could pull out next year. 

“If conditions permit, we 
could go below that,” he said in 
the latest administration hint of 
at least a modest reduction next 
year. 

The Pentagon chief also said 
he believed the White House and 
Sen. John McCain, R-Ariz., would 
“end up working something out” 
during negotiations over legisla- 
tion standardizing interrogation 
techniques and banning mistreat- 
ment of foreign terrorism suspects 


in U.S. custody. 

Congressional bargainers were 
nearing completion of a defense 
bill that is expected to include the 
McCain provisions, and aides said 
votes on the measure could come 
next week. 

Rumsfeld made his comments 
between closed- door meetings on 
Capitol Hill with House mem- 
bers, part of an effort by the Bush 
administration to communi- 
cate better with Congress about 
the war.

Life Expectancy Hits All-Time High 


But report cites poor health among boomers 


ATLANTA I U.S. life expectancy has 
hit another all-time high — 77-6 
years — and deaths from heart 
disease, cancer and stroke contin- 
ue to drop, the government report- 
ed Thursday. 

Still, the march of medical prog- 
ress has taken a worrisome turn: 
Half of Americans in the 55 -to -64 
age group — including the oldest of 


the baby boomers — have high blood 
pressure, and two in five are obese. 
That means they are in worse shape 
in some respects than Americans 
born a decade earlier were when 
they were that age. 

The health of this large group 
of the near- elderly is of major 
concern to American taxpayers, 
because they are now becoming 


eligible for Medicare and Social 
Security. 

The report presents the lat- 
est data collected by the National 
Center for Health Statistics and 
dozens of other health agencies 
and organizations. 

Among the new data: Deaths 
from heart disease, cancer and 
stroke, the nation’s three lead- 
ing killers, all dropped in 2003. 
They were down between 2 and 


5 percent. 

Also, Americans’ life expectancy 
increased again in 2003. By com- 
parison, it was 75.4 in 1990. 

Life expectancy in the U.S. has 
been rising almost without inter- 
ruption since 1900, thanks to sev- 
eral factors, including extraordinary 
advances in medicine and sanita- 
tion, and declines in some types of 
unhealthy behavior, such as smok- 
ing.

Shopping On Message 


Advocacy groups on 
the left and right try 
to steer consumers 

NEW YORK I If holiday shopping 
weren’t hard enough, growing num- 
bers of advocacy groups are cam- 
paigning to steer shoppers away 
from certain retailers and products 
— citing causes from gay rights to 
getting the word “Christmas” more 
prominently in the public eye. 

These groups come from both 
the left and right, some urging 
boycotts of major retail chains, 
others seeking to influence buy- 


ers through company-by- compa- 
ny ratings or critiques of specific 
products. Some campaigns have 
little impact; others have prompt- 
ed swift changes by management, 
encouraging advocates. 

This year’s high-profile targets 
include retailers Sears and Target. 
In the eyes of some conservative 
activists, the companies have 
made insufficient use of the word 
“Christmas” in ads and store signs. 

“When you take away ‘Christmas’ 
and replace it with a generic term 
like ‘holiday’, you take away the 
very essence of what is being cele- 
brated,” said the Mississippi-based 


American FamilyAssociation, which 
spearheads the Target boycott. 

Sears is among the best-rated 
companies in a different initiative. 
The Human Rights Campaign, a 
major gay-rights group, has just 
issued its first comprehensive 
buyers’ guide, rating companies 
on such factors as whether they 
offer domestic-partner benefits 
and advertise in gay media. 

Other companies with perfect 
scores included Walgreen Co., 
Microsoft Corp. and booksellers 
Borders Group Inc. Relatively low 
scores went to Radio Shack, Rite-

Activist’s

On Appeal 

Former Black Panther 
Abu- Jamal to fight 
murder conviction 

PHILADELPHIA I A federal appeals 
court has agreed to hear an appeal 
from death row inmate Mumia Abu- 
Jamal, the former Black Panther 
convicted in the 1981 murder of a 
white Philadelphia police officer. 

In the most significant ruling 
in the case in four years, the 3rd 
U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals said 
it would consider three of Abu- 
Jamal’s claims. 

Abu-Jamal, 51, who is black, 
was convicted in 1982 of shooting 
Daniel Faulkner, 25, after the offi- 
cer pulled over Abu- Jamal’s broth- 
er in 1981. 

Abu- Jamal’s writings and taped 
speeches on the justice system have 
made him a cause celebre among 
activists, foreign politicians and 
some death-penalty opponents, 
who believe he was the victim of a 
racist justice system. 

In 2001, a federal judge over- 
turned Abu- Jamal’s death sentence 
but upheld his conviction. Both sides 
have appealed that ruling, and Abu- 
Jamal remains on death row.

New Coal Mine Explosion 
Kills 74, Dozens Still Missing 

A coal mine explosion in northern 
China killed 74 people and left doz- 
ens of others missing, the govern- 
ment said Thursday, reporting the 
country’s third major mine disas- 
ter in less than two weeks despite 
a major safety crackdown. The gov- 
ernment, which insists it is trying to 
improve mining safety conditions, 
blamed the near- daily carnage on

Nigerian soldiers and police have 
evicted thousands from a residential 
area of the capital as part of a plan 
to avoid the city disintegrating into 
the chaotic situation of Lagos and 
other Nigerian cities, residents and 
officials said Thursday.

Group Claims It Killed U.S. Hostage 


Bomber triggers blast 
after jumping on 
vehiele at last minute 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I A suicide bomb- 
er detonated explosives Thursday 
inside a packed bus bound for a 
southern Shiite city, killing 32 
people and wounding 44, police 
said. The blast pushed the three- 
day death toll from suicide attacks 
in the capital to at least 75. 

The suicide attack occurred as 
the bus was pulling away from east 
Baghdad’s Nadhaa station bound 
for Nasiriyah. A man carrying a 
bag suddenly jumped on the vehi- 
cle through the open door, appar- 
ently waiting until the last moment 
to board to avoid security checks. 

He was challenged by the con- 
ductor but insisted on taking a seat, 
police Lt. Wisam Hakim said. 

Police Lt. Ali Mitaab said 32 
people were killed and 44 wound- 
ed. Most of those killed were on the 
bus, which was gutted by flames, 
but several people around a food 
stall also died, police said. 

Several other explosions rum- 
bled through the heart of the capital 
Thursday, including one that struck 
an American convoy killing a U.S. 
soldier, the military said. U.S. com- 
mand also said that a Marine was 
killed the day before in a bombing 
in Ramadi. robert h. reid (ap) 


CAIRO, EGYPT | A Statement signed 
by an Iraqi insurgent group said 
Thursday in an Internet posting 
that it killed a kidnapped U.S. 
security consultant. The White 
House said it could not confirm 
the death. 

The statement, posted on an 
Islamic militant Web forum, did not 
name the hostage and provided no 


pictures, video or other evidence he 
had been killed. 

It said pictures 
of the slaying 
would be released 
later. The U.S. 

Embassy said it 
had no informa- 
tion to confirm 
the claim. 


The Islamic Army in Iraq said 
it had killed “the American secu- 
rity consultant for the Housing 
Ministry,” after the United States 
failed to respond to its demand of 
the release of Iraqi prisoners. 

A video issued by the group was 
broadcast Tuesday on Al-Jazeera 
showing the hostage — identified 
as Ronald Schulz, 40, an electri- 
cian from Alaska — sitting with his 
hands tied behind his back, (ap)

War Crimes Suspect Nabbed in Spain 


MADRID, SPAIN I Croatia’s top war 
crimes suspect — a retired general 
indicted in the killings of at least 
150 Serbs — has been arrested at 
a luxury resort on Spain’s Canary 
Islands after four years on the run, 
officials said Thursday. 

Elite Spanish police seized Ante 
Gotovina as he dined Wednesday 
evening at the Hotel Bitacora on the 
island of Tenerife, Spain’s Interior 
Ministry said. He had traveled to the 
island off Africa’s Atlantic coast on 
a fake Croatian passport, the min- 
istry said. 

Gotovina, 50, was flown to 
Madrid on Thursday and ordered 
held overnight in a high-security

prison north of Madrid, the Efe 
news agency said. He was expect- 
ed to be turned over to the U.N.

Gotovina, a retired Croatian 
army general, was indicted by the 
tribunal for the killings of at least 
150 Serb rebels by troops under 
his command and for the expul- 
sion of about 150,000 others dur- 
ing Croatia’s 1991-95 war. 

Croatia’s failure to track down 
Gotovina — on the run since his 
2001 indictment — had been a 
key obstacle to his country’s bid to 
start membership talks with the 
European Union. Croatia insist- 
ed it was not sheltering Gotovina, 
and the EU decided in October to 
move ahead with membership talks.

Russian Radicals 
Guilty of Unrest 

MOSCOW I A Moscow court ruled 
Thursday that 39 radical party 
activists who briefly seized a 
presidential administration build- 
ing were guilty of organizing mass 
unrest and sentenced eight of them 
to prison terms ranging from 134 
to 334 years. 

Thirty- one defiant members 
of the National Bolshevik Party, a 
small but vocal opposition group 
that has faced growing pressure 
from Russian authorities, walked 
free after receiving suspended sen- 
tences. 

Prosecutors had asked for up to 5 -

Metro Riders Won’t See Fare Hike 


In Brief 


New $1.1B budget includes 72 more train cars 


WASHINGTON I For the second 
straight year, Metro riders would 
be spared a fare increase under a 
budget proposal Metro manage- 
ment presented to board mem- 
bers Thursday. 

The $1.1 billion operating budget 
for fiscal year 2007 includes addi- 
tional money for fuel due to higher 
gas prices. Local jurisdictions will 
be asked to pay $461 million in 
subsidies, almost 6 percent more 


than last year. 

“I continue to be relieved and 
satisfied that there’s no talk of a fare 
increase,” said board member Jim 
Graham. Riders saw back-to-back 
increases in 2003 and 2004. 

The spending plan includes 
money to put 72 new subway cars 
into service and begin regularly 
running eight- car trains. 

For Metrobus, transit agency 
CEO Richard White asked for $1.8 


million for increased security and 
patrols. He also proposed getting 
rid of lightly used routes and using 
the savings to add service on busy 
routes. White said some bus lines 
are severely crowded and others are 
so long they can take 90 minutes 
in traffic. 

“It’s virtually impossible on 
most of our routes to maintain a 
timetable. Our customers know 
it and they’re not happy about it,” 
White said. 

“I’m pleased to see these bus 


improvements,” said board mem- 
ber Gladys Mack, but she want- 
ed to see the impact of canceling 
some routes. She noted that most 
of the comments at town hall meet- 
ings this year involved bus service, 
not rail. 

The budget also includes a nearly 
$13 million wish list. The unfund- 
ed proposals include running full 
weekday service on four federal 
holidays and running six- car off- 
peak trains year-round on four

Competition between 
satellite radio services 
yields a dip in prices 

WASHINGTON I For Dan McLain 
of Chagrin Falls, Ohio, there was 
a compelling reason to buy a sat- 
ellite radio receiver: shock jock 
Howard Stern’s looming move off 
the traditional airwaves. “It’s just a 
show I enjoy. I’m a listener and my 
wife’s a listener,” he said. 

On Jan. 9, Sirius Satellite Radio 
is set to boast the arrival of its big- 
gest on-air personality yet in Stern. 
While consumers maybe tempted to 
sign up for Sirius or larger rival XM 
based on ever- expanding program- 
ming lineups, falling radio prices 
may be an even more compelling 
lure for consumers. Some radios are 
selling for half the price they com- 
manded last holiday season. 

For the companies themselves, 
the race is on to achieve profit- 
ability as they make hundreds of 
millions of dollars worth of invest- 
ments in new programming. For 
the third quarter, both XM and 
Sirius reported net losses of more 
than $100 million. Profitability is 
expected a few years from now as 
more subscribers sign up. 

A recent check of prices found 
some radios for the services selling 
at $50 or less, including rebates.

Natural Gas 
Prices Jump 9% 
Amid Cold Temps 

WASHINGTON I Natural gas pric- 
es jumped 9 percent to a new 
high Thursday and oil prices also 
climbed as cold weather across the 
U.S. raised jitters about increased 
demand for home -heating fuels 
this winter.

‘Narnia’ is pure, 
enjoyable escapism, 
with great effects 

FILM I Like its cousin, J.R.R. 
Tolkein’s “The Lord of the Rings,” 
C.S. Lewis’ “The Chronicles of 
Narnia” was left to ferment for 
decades while movie technol- 
ogy caught up with the fantastic 
imaginations of the two British 
authors. 

The dazzling computer-generat- 
ed animals in Disney’s epic adapta- 
tion “The Chronicles of Narnia: The 
Lion, the Witch and the Wardrobe” 
are truly impressive. And dramat- 
ically, director Andrew Adamson 
spins Lewis’ fantasy classic with a 
well-defined, recognizable under- 
pinning of sibling rivalry that could 
have easily taken place in the real 
world.

The new space offers theater 
the way adults would enjoy it, and 
features state-of-the-art technol- 
ogy designed to keep young’uns 
and their parents from squirm- 
ing in their seats. The Kennedy 
Center’s 324 -seat home of Youth 
and Family Programming opens 
Friday night with a stage adapta- 
tion of Whoopi Goldberg’s children’s 
book, “Alice.” 

Housed in the space previ- 
ously used by the American Film 
Institute, the theater is part of the 
Kennedy Center’s five-year com- 
mitment of $125 million for per- 
forming-arts education. Among the 
myriad educational opportunities 
offered to local youth include a free 
performance for every fifth-grader 
in the D.C. school system. 

While the theater will make

adults feel like they’re having a 
grown-up experience, the Kennedy 
Center constructed the space with 
special consideration for children. 
The stage is accessible, which aids 
the audience -participation aspect 
of youth theater. Show lengths nat- 
urally will be shorter than, say, the 
center’s opera productions, and the 
features are chosen for their ability 
to hold a tyke’s attention, cutting 
down on the “wiggle” factor. 

A plasma-screen TV in the 
lobby allows late arrivals to watch 
the show until there’s an appropri- 
ate break. Bathrooms are accessi- 
ble by elevator from inside the the- 
ater. Free-standing chairs can be 
removed to accommodate up to 25 
wheelchairs. 

The Family Theater’s world pre- 
miere debuts, well, another world 
premiere in Kim Hines’ adaptation 
of “Alice.” The story focuses on a 
sassy youngster who wins a myste- 
rious sweepstakes and sets off for 
the Big City with her best friends, 
an invisible white rabbit and a hat- 
loving, card-playing geek. 

Let’s hope the littlest members of 
the audience don’t get any ideas. 

In addition to “Alice,” the cen- 
ter has commissioned three more 
world premieres: “Brave No World,” 
“Citizen 13559: The Journal of Ben 
Uchida” and “Walking the Winds: 
Arabian Tales.” These performances 
mark the 30th anniversary of the 
center’s “Imagination Celebration” 
series, erin trompeter

DVD distribution 
allows access to 
many partisan views 

MARKETING I In these polarized 
times, there’s at least one thing upon 
which liberals and conservatives can 
agree: the political potential of film. 
DVDs, in particular, are regarded as 
away of sidestepping a risk- averse 
Hollywood establishment and get- 
ting the message out. 

Launching this week, on the 
left side of the aisle: Ironweed, 
San Francisco-based DVD-of- 


the -month club (www.ironweed 
films.com) that will disseminate 
“progressive” documentaries and 
feature films and also serve as 
a networking tool. As part of a 
grass-roots marketing campaign, 
groups such as MoveOn.org, the 
Progressive Majority, Working 
Assets and Nation magazine have 
alerted their subscribers. 

On the right: Eagle Publishing, 
a conservative publisher based in 
Washington, was selling so many 
DVDs through its book club that it 
recently set up its own DVD Web 
site (www.conservativedvds.com). A 


documentary about political com- 
mentator Ann Coulter, “Is It True 
What They Say About Ann?,” has 
sold more than 4,000 copies. 

“DVDs are democratizing 
Hollywood, making for greater 
diversity” said Jeffrey Rubin, editor 
of the book club and head of Eagle 
Publishing’s DVD operation. 

“Films are far better at bring- 
ing people together than elections, 
which people approach like medi- 
cine,” said Ironweed founder Adam 
Werbach. “Instead of being preachy 
and didactic, however, they must, 
first of all, be entertaining.” 


The club was inspired by 
the success of Michael Moore’s 
“Fahrenheit 9/11,” which created 
a new generation of social-inter- 
est documentarians, he said, and 
Robert Greenwald’s home video suc- 
cess with “Uncovered: The Whole 
Truth About the Iraq War.” 

DVDs are cost-effective in terms 
of marketing, noted Govindini 
Murty, CO -founder and co- direc- 
tor of the annual Liberty Film 
Festival, Hollywood’s first film 
festival for conservative and lib- 
ertarian filmmakers. 

“If theatrical is prohibitively 
expensive,” said Murty, “DVDs 
are a great way to get out a 
political message.” elaine dutka

its revered heroesand brightyoung stars. 
Despite some breathtaking photography 
and at least two genuinely gripping and 
poetic scenes, Curley and Harrison have 
created a surprisingly tedious, overblown

THE 40-YEAR-OLD VIRGIN (R, 111 min- 
utes) Filthy, funny and sweet in equal 
measure, the feature directorial debut 
of writer-producer Judd ApatowisaRob 
Schneider movie with the soul of a chick 
flick.

GET RICH OR DIE TRYIN’ (R, 134 min- 
utes) Rap star 50 Cent has led a storied 
life: Born Curtis Jackson and reared in 
Queens, New York, Jackson never knew 
hisfather and lost his mother, a drug deal- 
er, when he was only 8. Later he became a 
dealer himself, until deciding, inthemid- 
’90s, to pursue a career as a rapper. His 
first record was aboutto hitthe streets in 
2000 when Jackson was gunned down; he 
survived and went on to make headlines, 
notonlyfor his infectious beats and lyr- 
ics, but for his frequent brushes with the 
law. Good stuff and ripeforthecinemat- 
ic telling, but 50 Cent’s fictionalized life 
story is shockingly inert, (ah) 

GOOD NIGHT, AND GOOD LUCK (PG- 
13, 93 minutes) George Clooney, who 
directed and co-wrote, retells the story 
of crusading journalist Ed Murrow, who 
stood up to braying political bully Joe 
McCarthy. The stylizations of ’50s TV 
drama, including black-and-white cin- 
ematography, areterrific. Clooney casts 
himself as Murrow’s producer, Fred W. 
Friendly, but hardly registers. Neither 
do any of the other CBS minions, even 
though they’re played by such names 
as Jeff Daniels, Robert Downey Jr. and 
Patricia Clarkson. Only two people regis- 
ter, David Strathairn as Murrow and Joe 
McCarthy as Joe McCarthy. Strathairn 
dominatesthe movie with furious intelli- 
gence, guts, will and nobility, (sh) 
HARRY POTTER AND THE GOBLET OF FIRE 
(PG-13, 160 minutes) This is probably the 
most engaging Potterfilm of the series 
thusfar. Our central character, Hogwarts

Now, Charlie 
and his partner-in-crime, Vic (Billy Bob 
Thornton), are forced to sit things out, 
passing nervous time in the strip clubs, 
dank bars, restaurants and massage 
parlors that are their regular domain. 
Whatto do? This often macabre come- 
dy allows usto doff such civilized traits 
astasteand decency. We’refreeto laugh 
at anything, and we do. (dt) 

IN HER SHOES (PG-13, 131 minutes) In a 
pedestrian display of opposites. Rose

operator boss, Jim (Richard Burgi), sis- 
terly tension becomes official breakup.

IN THE MIX (PG-13, 95 minutes) Hip- 
hop star Usher makes an inauspi- 
cious screen debut playing a Brooklyn 
DJ named Darrell, whose dad used 
to work as a bartender for a Mafioso 
(Chazz Palminteri). Darrell is asked to 
spin records at a graduation partyforthe 
mobster’s daughter, Dolly (Emmanuelle 
Chriqui), shots arefired, Darrelltakesa 
bullet for the don and soon he is hired 
to be Dolly’s bodyguard. Billed as sort 
of a hybrid action drama and romantic 
comedy, the film possesses no action, 
drama, romance or comedy. Still, Usher 
manages to exude a warmth and mod- 
est appeal.

JARHEAD (R, 120 minutes) Set in 1991 
duringthefirst Gulf War, this movie is a 
kind of lightweight variation on Stanley 
Kubrick’s “Full Metal Jacket,” with its 
evocation of the institution known as 
the United States Marine Corps, its 
love of the profane poetry of sergeants 
and the bond felt by young men locked 
in a common ordeal. It’s a portrait of 
Swofford and his band of gyrene broth- 
ers, wandering haplessly around, look- 
ing for action while trying to overcome 
the soldier’s truest enemy, ennui. Jake 
Gyllenhaal plays “Swoff,” as he’s called,

KISS KISS, BANG BANG (R, 103 minutes) 
This isthefirst movie since 1994’s “Pulp 
Fiction” not justto understand movie vio- 
lence asa popcultural form butte play it 
likeavirtuoso violinist. This manictrib- 
ute to film noir stars a wackily inspired 
Robert Downey Jr. as two-bit burglar 
Harry Lockhart, whose bizarre lucktakes 
him from a botched East Village robbery 
intothefear-and-loathing underbelly of 
Hollywood, where he’s astounded to find 
himself a contender for an acting role. 
This is just the beginning of worse and 
better to come. You get a lot of smart 
bang-bangforyour buck, (dt) 
MACHUCA (unrated, 121 minutes) Pedro 
Machuca is a 13-year-old boy living inthe 
slums of Santiago, Chile, in 1973 when he 
is chosen to attend a tony private boys’ 
school, a result of the liberalized poli- 
cies ofthecountry’s president, Salvador 
Allende. While at St. Patrick’s, Pedro 
(Ariel Mateluna) befriends one of the rich 
kids, a plump, freckle-faced bookworm 
named Gonzalo Infante (Matias Quer). 
Against the backdrop of the impending 
military coup led by Auguste Pinochet, 
thetwo boys pursue an unlikely friend- 
ship that opens both their eyes. The 
two lead performances are flawless, 
as is Aline Kuppenheim’s portrayal of 
Gonzalo’s beautiful, feckless mother 
and Manuela Martelli as Pedro’s tem- 
peramental cousin, on whom Gonzalo 
develops a crush, (ah) 

THE PASSENGER (PG-13, 119 minutes) In 
this 1975 film directed by Michelangelo 
Antonioni, which is being re-released in 
the version Antonioni liked best, a lithe, 
just-balding Jack Nicholson plays David 
Locke, atelevision journalist covering a 
civil conflict in an unnamed African coun- 


try. But his character is also a passenger 
— a passive, disaffected accomplice in 
hisown life. Thisfilm is aboutthe psyche 
of one man and an erotically charged, if 
verbally challenged, relationship with 
a beautiful woman (Maria Schneider). 
While pictorially stunning, thefilm looks 
today like a museum piece of quintessen- 
tially male heroicfilmmaking, (ah) 
PRIDE & PREJUDICE (PG, 128 min- 
utes) This version of Jane Austen’s 
fabled story, in which Lizzie Bennet 
and Mr. Darcy begin as fiery opponents 
and end up as married lovers, is not 
quite the taming of a shrew, because 
in Austen’s worldview, leading ladies 
of beauty and wit weren’t shrews and 
never had to betamed, but merely loved 
and respected, and good things would 
follow. That’s the main trajectory of this 
film, starring Keira Knightley as Elizabeth 
and Matthew MacFadyen as the initially 
dour, snotty Mr. Darcy.

SHOPGIRL (R, 105 minutes) Deft but 
slight, the new Steve Martin film is a 
case of precise observation of nothing.

The couple is just scraping by while they 
prayforason. By twists offate and faith, 
their prayers are answered — sort of — 
in the form of two unexpected visitors. 
As cozy and inviting as the small booth 
that Moshe and Malli build to celebrate 


the Israelites’ exodus from Egypt, the 
film offers a warm, intimate glimpse of 
Orthodox Jewish life, (ah) 

WALK THE LINE (PG-13, 136 minutes) 
This movie gets off to a promising start, 
sure to raise goose bumps, atthe gates 
of Folsom Prison in 1968. The camera 
makes its way slowly into the jail, and 
finally, after an excruciating, exhilarat- 
ing eternity, we see Johnny Cash — 
played, in an uncanny performance, 
by Joaquin Phoenix — as he drinks a 
glass of water and contemplates a buzz 
saw. We’re hooked, and he hasn’t sung a 
note.

David Goes 
Out in Style 


The influential ‘Curb 
Your Enthusiasm’ 
suffers from success 

FINALES I Last Sunday night “The 
End” aired — the finale of the fifth 
season of “Curb Your Enthusiasm.” 
But it felt like an even bigger kind 
of finale. 

In it, Larry (Larry David) finds 
out he’s the product of Gentile par- 
ents and converts from nettlesome 
Jew to beneficent Christian. He 
gives up his kidney to an ailing 
Richard Lewis, only to discover 
that the private investigator track- 
ing down his birth parents has made 
an error. A near- death experience 
finds him on his way to the afterlife, 
where he’s bounced back to Earth 
after an argument with a heavenly 
guide (Dustin Hoffman) over the 
proper system for storing DVDs. 

The whole dying process is played 
as you might imagine Larry David 
playing it — the weightiest of occa- 
sions undermined by petty argu- 
ments. In heaven, Larry is berated 


by his mother, who is played by Bea 
Arthur (“Who goes around giving 
their kidney to people? Idiot!” she 
greets him), while around his death- 
bed his loved ones haggle over the 
Blue Book value of a Prius. 

It didn’t entirely work. “Curb” 
always has been better going for 
smaller versions of comedic tri- 
umph. The show at its best can 
seem to be about watching David 
meander from deli to doctor’s office 
to cocktail party, infecting the entire 
west side of Los Angeles with his 
obsession and shame reflexes. 

It can be hard to determine 
whether “Curb” has changed or 
the audience has changed around 
it. In Season 5, as in Season 1, the 
smaller predicament builds to the 
bigger one — like the “Curb” of a 
few weeks ago, in which Larry 
tries to curry favor with the head 
of a kidney transplant consortium 
and ends up stranded on a ski lift 
with the guy’s Orthodox Jewish 
daughter, who panics that she 
can’t be with a man at sundown.

REDSKINS I If recent history holds 
true, Joe Bugel has no future in 
public relations. 

Luckily, his coaching gig seems 
to be working out. 

Bugel’s “Dirtbags” probably 
won’t ever eclipse the greatness 
his “Hogs,” the star-laden offen- 
sive line that helped the Redskins 
win three Super Bowls. And while 
those pig noses are still popular, the 
’Skins have yet to find a success- 
ful way to weave jerks into team 
promotions (unless you count fans 
who throw elbows during the post- 
game crunch). 

Still, the Dirtbags kicked in the 
Rams’ front door last weekend and 
punched them in the face, ending 
Washington’s three-game losing 
streak and keeping their dim playoff 
hopes alive in the process. 

Not nice, but extremely effec- 
tive. 

The Redskins (6-6) averaged 6.4 
yards per rush against St. Louis, eat- 
ing up 257 yards in a 24-9 victory. 
The Dirtbags sprang Clinton Portis 
(136 yards) for a 47-yard touchdown 
run and cleared the way for Rock 
Cartwright (118 yards) on a career- 
best 52 -yard scamper. 

“It’s a confidence builder,” 
Redskins guard Derrick Dockery 
said. “We did a good job of getting 
those guys [into the secondary].” 

For all the big numbers, there 
are obviously still chinks in the line. 
The offense’s four holding penal- 
ties aren’t going to make the high- 
light reels. 

However, the performance in 
St. Louis could help set a tone for 


Washington’s stretch run, where 
they need to beat all three NFC East 
foes if they want to win a wild card 
spot. The ’Skins averaged just 3.3 
yards per rush in their first three 
games against the Cowboys, Giants 
and Eagles. 

Of course, Washington must 
get past Arizona (4-8) first. The 
Cardinals have won two of their 


last three — including a shootout 
against St. Louis — and quarter- 
back Kurt Warner has thrown for 
300 yards in four of five games since 
reclaiming his starting role. 

“Certainly [stopping the pass] is 
a challenge for us,” Redskins head 
coach Joe Gibbs said. “We’ve had 
some trouble this season, too, giv- 
ing up big plays.

N AT 1 0 N A LS I At this time last year, 
Brad Wilkerson became affection- 
ately known as the “Last Expo,” 
because a postseason all-star tour 
of Japan left him as the final man 
to wear the uniform of the Montreal 
Expos. He might have been known, 
too, as the “First National,” because 
he took the first at-bat in team his- 
tory, back in April at Philadelphia, 
and he led the team to its first vic- 
tory by hitting for the cycle two 
days later.

Power play still team s 
eoneern as Red Wings 
eome to MCI Center 

CAPITALS I If last weekend’s 5-1 
thrashing of the powerful New 
York Rangers was a hint of what the 
Washington Capitals might become, 
Wednesday’s loss to Nashville was a 
reminder of what they are — a young 
team still struggling to put complete 
performances together.

Holland Not a Dutch Treat 


Teams hope to avoid Netherlands in World Cup 


WORLD CUP I Avoid the Netherlands! 

The draw for the 2006 World 
Cup will be held Friday, and 31 
teams will be hoping they don’t 
wind up in the same group as the 
unseeded Netherlands. 

The Dutch team of talented 
underachievers, coached by Marco 
van Hasten, was left out of the top 
eight seeds by FIFA. 

Defending champion Brazil 
and host Germany were automat- 
ically seeded, while FIFA hand- 
ed Argentina, England, France, 
Italy, Mexico and Spain the other 


top spots. Those eight teams can’t 
meet each other in the first round 
of next summer’s tournament. 

The Netherlands, runner-up in 
1974 and ’78 and ranked third by 
FIFA, is in a pot with seven more 
European teams: Croatia, the Czech 
Republic, Poland, Portugal, Sweden, 
Switzerland and Ukraine. 

With Manchester United’s Ruud 
van Nistelrooy, Bayern Munich’s 
Roy Makaay and Chelsea’s Arjen 
Robben in the lineup, the Dutch 
have a strong attacking line. They 
also have a reliable and experienced 


goalkeeper in Edwin van der Sar. 

“I really don’t want to play 
against the Netherlands again,” 
said Schalke striker Kevin Kuranyi, 
who was on the German team that 
drew 1-1 with the Dutch at the 2004 
European Championship. 

German great Franz Beckenbauer, 
who led the national team to a World 
Cup final victoiy over the Netherlands 
in 1974 , isn’t worried. “Holland has a 
strong team again — that has been 
the case traditionally,” he said. “But 
it is not a disaster if we meet the 
Dutch in the preliminary round. 
After all, two teams will progress.”

Arena Not Concerned 
With First Round Draw 


WORLD CUP I United States coach 
Bruce Arena is not concerned about 
his team’s opponents in the first 
round of the World Cup. 

“I haven’t spent two minutes 
worried about it,” Arena said 
Thursday. “I haven’t examined the 
field because it’s a waste of time.” 

The Americans missed out on 
being one of the eight seeded teams 
for Friday’s draw, which will divide 
the field into eight four-nation 
groups. Chances are high that 
they will be drawn against a team 


that’s won the world’s tournament 
— either host Germany, defend- 
ing champion 
Brazil, Argentina, 

England, Italy or 
France. 

The other two 
seeded teams 
are Mexico and 
Spain, but the 
United States 
can’t play the Mexicans in the first 
round because they are from the 
same soccer confederation. 


Five of the seven possible oppo- 
nents are European, and the eighth- 
ranked Americans are 1-7-2 under 
Arena in games played in Europe. 

“Who cares?” Arena said. “We 
lost to some good teams in Europe. 
I don’t think the ‘in Europe’ is an 
issue. It’s still neutral regardless, with 
the exception of Germany.” 

Playing the host in the first round 
is something Arena would like to 
avoid. His team faced co-host South 
Korea in the group phase at the last 
World Cup and managed a tie. The 
Americans went to the quarterfinals. 
Arena is hoping that good showing 
will help the team next year. “It’s a 
plus to have a little bit of history of 
success,” he said. “Our goal will still 
be to get out of group play.” (ap)

After a decade, Lasik 
surgery has evolved, 
but isn’t widespread 

Christopher Tomes, 43, opened his 
eyes one morning, looked out the 
window and could read the license 
plate of a parked car — without his 
glasses. 

He’d had Lasik eye surgery the 
day before, becoming one of the 
5 million Americans seeking to 
shed their eyeglasses with laser 
vision correction during the past 
decade. 

“It’s exceptional,” Tomes, of 
Chicago, said of his vision nine 
days after surgery. 

Since U.S. doctors began offer- 
ing laser vision correction in 1995, 
safety has improved and new meth- 
ods give people with more severe 
vision problems a chance to have 
the procedure. 

But there’s still no guarantee 
of 20/20 eyesight, the procedure’s 
long-term safety is unknown and 
one recent study showed nearly 18 
percent of patients require a second 
Lasik treatment. A lack of health 
insurance coverage keeps the proce- 
dure a luxury item, affordable only 
to people who can spare $3,000 to 
$5,000. 

In addition, a technology arms 
race means some vision clinics are 
bragging about their new equipment 
and techniques, such as wavefront- 
guided Lasik and a new “blade-free” 
method. That further complicates 
a consumer’s decision. 

“You listen to the radio, you hear 
the ads,” said Chicago refractive sur- 
geon Dr. Colman Kraff. “A lot of it 
is trying to market to the patient to 
scare them a little bit into having 
one procedure over another.” 

But patients mostly choose 
their doctors by word of mouth, 
said Dave Harmon, president of 
Market Scope, a company that 


tracks the industry. 

Friends’ endorsements led Tomes 
to Kraff’s downtown clinic. Tomes 
had grown tired of misplacing his 
glasses. 

“Glasses are easy to leave on an

airplane,” he said. “I was losing, on 
average, three or four pairs of glass- 
es a year, and that got expensive.” 

Tomes met with Kraff and 
learned he was a good candidate 
for Lasik. He chose all the new tech- 
nology Kraff had to offer: both the 
“wavefront” method, which creates 
a custom map of the corneas, and 
the “blade -free” procedure. 

Conventional Lasik surgery is

based on the patient’s glasses pre- 
scription. Wavefront-guided Lasik 
bounces light waves off the back of 
the eye to create a 3-D map that’s 
used to guide the laser treatment. 
One small study of 25 patients sug- 
gested that wavefront Lasik yielded 
fewer nighttime distortions, such as 
halos and glare, than conventional 
Lasik, and resulted in better vision 
for slightly more patients. 

Wavefront-guided Lasik recently 
was approved by the Food and Drug 
Administration for near-sighted- 
ness and astigmatism, expanding 


the number of people eligible for 
the surgery by about 1 million. It’s 
also been approved for farsight- 
edness. 

Tomes also chose to go “blade - 
free,” that is, the doctor used a 
new laser technique, instead of a 
disposable blade, to create a flap 
in the cornea. All Lasik surgeries 
include making this thin, hinged 
flap, a layer that is folded back into 
place after the laser treatment to 
speed healing. 

In the blade-free procedure, the 
surgeon uses a brand-name laser 


to create thousands of tiny bubbles 
under the surface of the cornea. The 
bubbles allow the surgeon to peel a 
flap from the cornea with a small 
blunt tool, called a spatula. 

The blade -free procedure takes 
a few minutes longer compared to 
the usual method, is more expen- 
sive and is not necessarily superior 
for every patient, Kraff said. 

Results of the two techniques 
in vision correction appear simi- 
lar. Some doctors have reported 
more redness of the eyes with the 
bladeless technique. 


But the word “blade-free” makes 
patients more comfortable psy- 
chologically, Minneapolis refrac- 
tive surgeon Dr. Elizabeth Davis 
said. “They have the heebie-jee- 
bies about a blade going across 
the eye,” she said. 

Nine days after surgery. Tomes 
said his vision is better than normal 
now. Although he sees halos around 
lights at night, a side effect for some 
patients, that seems to be improv- 
ing a little each day, he said. 

And his glasses? “They’re histo- 
ry,” he said, carla k. johnson (ap)

Lewis’ epic tale make this repurpos- 
ing seem all the more ill-advised. 
This game works surprisingly well, 
however. Players simultaneously 
guide the four Pevensie siblings 
through the different levels, using 
them in combinations or individu- 
ally, each with particular advantag- 
es (i.e. eldest Peter equals strong; 
younger Edmund equals small 
and light). Still, it’s a little absurd 
to watch little Lucy dispatch wolves 
with Lara Croft-like finesse.
